FORTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT ON THE VITAL STATISTICS OF 
QUEENSLAND FOR THE YEAR ENDED 31st DECEMBER, 1904. 


The Report on Vital Statistics is being issued at a somewhat later date than has been the case in 
previous years, the recent rearrangement of “the statistical staff having necessitated my postponing the 
tabulation of figures bearing on this subject, until those relating to general statistics were nearing 
completion, the ‘early publication of the latter being of more importance’ to the general public. 

The position with respect to births, marriages, and deaths was more satisfactory last year than in 
1903, as there was an increase in the number of the two first named and a decrease in the last. 
difference between immigration and emigration was, however, unfortunately in favour of the latter, and 
the natural increase was called upon to contribute a substantial quota of its population accession to 


The 


The population of Queensland, exclusive of all full-blooded aborigines, is estimated to have 
numbered on the 3lst December, 1904, 521,655 persons, of whom 287,799 were males and 233,856 were 
This was an increase of 2,502 males, 3,623 females, and 6,125 persons.

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During the first quarter of the year the increase amounted to 1,097 only, as fewer births were 
recorded during that period than during any other three months of the year, whilst there was a loss of 
913 by excess of departures. The June quarter contributed more than half the total increase for the 
year—namely, 3,323—there being not only the best natural increase for any quarter, but also a surplus of 
861 arrivals. In the September quarter there was a natural increase of 2,342, from which had to be 
deducted a decrease of 751 excess of departures, whilst in the last quarter the population only benefited to 
the extent of 114 persons, as the excess of births numbered 2,018 and the excess of departures 1,904, so 
that they nearly balanced each other.

It will be seen that during fifteen years—1886-1900—no less than 93,564 persons were added to 
the population by excess of immigration; since that date, however, as more persons are leaving the State 
than are entering it, the population increase must inevitably be slow. 


Arrivals and Departures. 

Definite ages of persons arriving in and departing from Queensland are not, of course, obtainable, 
but the Customs returns discriminate between infants, children, and adults; the latter terms, however, 
including all persons who are adult from a shipper’s point of view—that is, who are over twelve years of 
age.

The excess of departures as recorded amounted to 1,107 persons, of whom 777 were females. With 
female departures thus preponderating, it is not surprising to find that the relative proportion of the 
young departing from the State was greater than that of adults. The centesimal excesses of departures 
over arrivals were:—Adults, total 2°3 (males 0°5, and females 6°9); children, total 7°8; and infants, 
total 41°5.

The departures for the other States exceeded the arrivals by 663, or by rather more than one-half 
of the total excess of departures, the remainder practically consisting of excess emigration of Pacific 
Islanders and Chinese returning to their homes. Of the 39,873 persons arriving in Queensland during 
1904, 38,181, or 96 per cent., and of the 40,980 departures, 38,289, or 93 per cent., came from and left 
for or at least by way of the other States. 

Until five years ago the passenger exchange with the rest of Australia was invariably in favour of 
this State; but since then, in each alternate year, the position has been reversed. Last year the balance 
against Queensland was 108. The following table shows year by year for the last ten years the balance

It will be seen that for the whole decade the balance has been greatly in favour of Queensland. 

The land route for the south is being more and more availed of until now it absorbs almost two- 
thirds of the passenger traffic with the rest of the Commonwealth. The opening of the railway to the 
Tweed has no doubt in a measure assisted to this end. The following statement shows the ratio of railway

Of them, 9,649, or 1°85 per cent. of the total, were Chinese; 7,878, or 1°51 per 
cent., were Pacific Islanders; 2,116, or 0°41 per cent., were Japanese ; 957, or 0°18 per cent., were natives 
of India or Ceylon: whilst the remaining Asiatic population numbered 2,071, or 0°40 per cent. These 
chiefly consisted of Syrians and Malays. 

The proportion of coloured aliens to the total population is gradually reducing, as will be seen from 
the following table:

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Of the 3,078 marriages registered, 775, or 25°2 per cent., were in the March quarter; 805, or 26°2 
per cent., in the June quarter; 774, or 25'1 per cent., in the September quarter; and 724, or 23°5 per 
cent., in the December quarter; so that it will be seen that they were evenly distributed throughout the 
year. Of all marriages, 633, or 21 per cent., were celebrated in Brisbane. 
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Other districts in which the number exceeded 100 were :—Kennedy, 195; Drayton and Toowoomba, 
144; Rockhampton, 136; Ipswich, 117; Townsville and Gympie, each 116; Moreton West, 112; and 
Bundaberg, 100. 


Marriage Rate. 

The marriage rate, or the number celebrated to each 1,000 of the mean population, was very low 
last year—namely, 5°9. On only two occasions has there been a more unsatisfactory record—viz., in 
1894 and again in 1903, in both of which years the rate was 5°7 only. The rate for each year since 1856, 
when official registration was first introduced, can be learnt from the following table :—-

Passing the abnormally high rates obtaining during the decade embraced by the sixties, and due 
to the unusual conditions obtaining with respect to age and sex in the population, it will be seen that 
the present rate is an exceedingly low one, and it is to be hoped that a return of prosperity will lead to 
an increase in the number of marriages.

It will be seen that the position in Queensland is less satisfactory than in any State, being 0°87 
below the proportion for Victoria, the one with the next lowest rate. In Western Australia the high 
rates obtaining five years ago are rapidly diminishing as the age condition of the people becomes more 
normal.

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The only decrease of any importance was in the number of civil marriages, which fell from 200 in 
1903 to 159 in the following year, a numerical decrease of 41, and a centesimal one of 20°5. Ministers 
of the seven leading donominations between them celebrated 2,773, or 90 per cent., of all marriages. The 
largest proportionate increase was with Salvation Army marriages—nainely, from nine in 1903 to twenty- 
one in 1904. Of the more important (numerically) denominations the Church of England showed the 
highest numerical and the Methodist the highest centesimal increase.

In no instance is there any marked agreement and in several the divergence is very pronounced. 
The Church of England, whose members comprise 37 per cent. of the population, only celebrated 26 per 
cent. of all marriages. The proportions for Roman Catholics were 24 and 20, Lutheran 5 and 4°5. These 
were the three churches in which the marriages did not equa! the population numbers. On the other 
hand Methodists, which comprise 9 per cent. of the population, absorbed 17 per cent. of the marriages, or 
nearly two for one; Presbyterian, 11 and 14; Baptist, 2 and 5; and Congregational, 2 and 3. 


Birthplaces of Persons Married. 

No less than 59 per cent. of all persons married during 1904 were natives of the State, the ratio 
for males being 51 and for females 66. In 1875 only 7 per cent. of all persons married were born in 
Queensland, which, compared with the 59 per cent. above quoted, illustrates the great change that has 
taken place during the last thirty years with respect to the constitution of the population on this point :—

No. IX. Of the 3.078 men married last year, 1,575 were Queenslanders, 499 were born in England, 266 
in New South Wales, 168 in Scotland, 158 in Ireland, 101 in Victoria, and 99 in Germany. 

Of the 3.078 wives, 2,041 were natives of this State, 364 were English, 204 New South 
Welshwomen, 143 Irish, and 91 Scotch. There were 1,184 marriages in which both bride and groom 


were born in Queensland.

During 1904 there were 433 men who married wives older than themselves—viz., 99 by more 
than 5 years, 38 by 4 years, 55 by 3 years, 109 by 2 years, and 152 by 1 year—whilst in 222 instances 
the wife was of the same age. Of the 85 marriages in which the husband was under 21 years of age, in 
32, or 38 per cent. of them, the wife was the elder. 

Referring again to Appendix No. X., there will be found some great disparities with respect to age. 
There were last year three instances of boys of 17 taking on themselves so grave a responsibility. They 
were married to girls of 17, 19, and 20 years of age respectively. There were five cases of female children 
of 14, and five more of 2 year older recorded. One of the five youngest was vnited to a man of 45, whilst 
five of the ten were married to men ranging from 30 to 35. The greatest disparity in the opposite 
direction was a marriage in which a young man of 25 was married ‘to a wotan 20 years his senior. 
Amongst old couples, a man of 73 iarried a woman of 63, and one of 75 a woman of 60. 

The mean age last year for all marriages was 29°06 years for husbands and 24°28 years for wives ; 
and for first marriages—that i is, for bachelors sand spinsters, 27°92 and 23°24 respectively. 

But little change in the mean age at marriage is apparent in the records from year to year, the 
fluctuations concealing the slight advance that is in reality taking place. From the experience of a 
considerable period shown on the av erages of the means of a number of gah it may be gathered that 
during the twenty years, 1883-1902, an increase in the average age of 0°95 years for ‘husbands and 1°19 


years for wives has accrued.

Of all husbands, 2,851, or 93 per cent., were bachelors ; 220, or 7 per cent., were widowers ; whilst 
7 divorced men were remarried. Of all wives, 2,850 were spinsters, 226 were widows, and 2 divorced.

It will be seen that practically all persons married (98°28 per cent.) were at least able to sign 
their name, and as the marksmen and women largely consisted of coloured aliens, the number of 
Europeans unable to write was fractional only. Of the 106 who made their mark 40 were coloured aliens, 
so that the ratio of persons of European extraction unable to sign their marriage certificate was 1'l per 
cent. only. 


BIRTHS. 
Although there was a substantial increase last year in the number of births registered as compared 
with 1903, yet the figures were by no means satisfactory. There were 14,082 births registered in 1904 
against 12,621 in the previous year, an increase of 1,461; of these 7,134 were males, and 6,948 were 
females. The following table shows the births recorded and the numerical and centesimal increase each 
year for a period of ten years :— ;

In only two of the districts detailed was a decrease recorded—namely, Brisbane 20, and Townsville 
5. Substantial increases were returned from Moreton West, 173; Darling Downs Central, 109; Kennedy, 
108; Burnett, 97; and Maranca, 90. 

Male births almost invariably exceed female births, provided the investigation covers a sufficiently 
high number. For the whole State there were last year 100 males born to every 97 females, the proportion 
for 1903 being 100 to each 96; but in Brisbane, strangely enough, although the number dealt with, 1,744, 
is of sufficient magnitude to ordinarily secure a preponderance of male births, yet last year the females 
were in excess to the extent of nearly 2 per cent.

Birth Rate. 


The birth rate for 1904—27'i—although exceeding that for 1903 by 2°5, was far from satisfactory, 
being below that for any other preceding year. The decline which has taken place in the birth rate since 
1860 can be gathered from the following table :—

The abnormal rates which obtained for the first fifteen or twenty years could not be maintained 
as the age condition of the population became more normal, and, therefore, the increase to the population 
which used then to accrue, from the excess of births over deaths, was greatly in excess of present 
experience, so that now a serious decline in both sources of population increase has to be faced, with the 
result that from year to year the population of the State is nearly stationary. 

Although the changed age condition is an important factor in the reduction of births, there is little 
doubt that a decrease in the fertility of marriage is also in progress. 
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The birth rate for 1904 aniongst persons of European extraction was exactly 1 per 1,000 better 
than for the whole population, as the coloured aliens do not contribute to the births in proportion to their 
population numbers. The number of births of coloured aliens registered last year was as follows :—

It will be noticed that both for 1904 and also on the average of the rates for the quinquennium, 
Queensland compares favourably with the majority of the other St: ates. Western Australia stands easily 
first, due to a large influx of young adult life within recent years. That Tasmania should come next is 
not so easily accounted for, as it is wenerally accepted that a somewhat opposite condition of things obtains 
in that State, then comes Queensland holding a good third place amongst the seven. It is not a little 
strange that with all the States 1905 was a bad year in this respect, whilst all show an improvement in 
1904—South Australia, Tasmania, and New Zealand having for that year a rate a little in excess of the 
mean for the five years.

The figures for 1903 and 1904 well illustrate the great uncertainty which exists w ith respect to the 
experience of individual years. The improved birth rate for 1904 operating in conjunction with the very 
low marriage rate for 1903 has resulted in showing for 1904 a larger average family to each marriage 
than has been recorded since 1898—-viz., 4°47, the av erage family in 1908 working out at 3°63. 
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The following table, which however can only be compiled for census years, shows even more 
markedly, and certainly with a greater accuracy, the decrease in the number of children. born to all married 
women of child-bearing age :—

Thus in 1871 there were 327 children born to ev ery 1,000 married women of child- -bearing age, 
whilst. in 1901 there were only 251 children so born. Thus the number of legitimate births in 1871 and 
ae was equivalent to one child born to each married woman between 15 and 45 years of age, at intervals 

3°06 and 3°98 years respectively, a decline amounting to 23 per cent. during the thirty years. Here 
again the change in age condition operates and in a small degree enhances the “obvious conclusion. The 
mean age of married women—15 to 45—declined 1} years between 1871 and 1901. It is a matter for 
regret, on the other hand, that unmarried females of like ages did not exhibit an equal rate of decrease 
in their contribution to the number of births recorded, for this decrease amounted to 13 per cent. only.

It will be at once seen that during the last decade the ratio of illegitimacy has greatly increased. 
Perhaps the prolonged period of depression from which the State has “been suffering, by presenting 
obstacles to marriage, has tended to increase the number of illegitimate births. Queensland last year 
recorded a larger proportion of bastards than any State except New South Wales, the ratios for each

Thus whilst South Australia, Western Australia, and New Zealand were within 0°5 per cent. 
of each other with from 4 to 4°5 per cent. of illegitimates, and Victoria and Tasmania were in advance of 
these proportions by about 1°25 in every 100, Queensland and New South Wales, again, were more than 
1 per cent. in excess of the latter ratios. 

Populous centres almost invariably contribute a high rate of illegitimacy. In the four towns of 
Brisbane, Maryborough, Rockhampton, and Townsville the ratio as given in the following table was above 
the average for the whole State, although in the case of the Necond’ and fourth named the excess was not

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In Brisbane, Rockhampton, and Maryborough there are Lying-in Hospitals in existence, drawing 
patients from outside districts. A great many of the children born in these institutions are illegitimate, 
and thus swell the ratio for the district without properly belonging thereto. Brisbane especially may 
attribute a large share of its excess to this cause.

This was above the experience of recent years, for in 1903 the number was 202, and in 1902, 262. 
There was not a single case of triplets or of any multiple births other than twins. 


DEATHS. 


The mortality experienced for 1904 was the most satisfactory in the history of the State, the 
number of deaths registered—5,250—being below that for any year since 1895.

In 1895, the first year of the decade, when 5,152 deaths were registered, the rate—z.e., the ratio to 
each 1,000 of the mean population—was 11°38; last year it was 10°11 only. The rates for males and 
females for the two years were—1895: Males 12°69, females 9°68; and 1904: Males 11°36, females 8°50; 
so that the reduction in the number of deaths, as compared with 1895, was relatively greater amongst 
males than females. In 1903 the deaths numbered 6,346 persons—3,951 males and 2,395 females— 
against 3,259 males—1,991 females and 5,250 persons—in 1904, or a decrease in the latter year of 692 
males, 404 females, and 1,096 persons. 

Satisfactory as was the position, yet the ratio would be still further reduced but for the mortality 
amongst coloured aliens, which is, in proportion to their numbers, much in excess of the European portion 
of the population, as will be seen from the following statement :—

Thus the 23,396 coloured aliens contributed 373 deaths, or a rate per 1,000 of 15°94, against a 
general death rate of 10°11, or of European blood only of 9°84. The position is further accentuated when 
it is considered how few of the very young or very old, the chief contributors to mortality, are found in 
the ranks of the coloured aliens. Pacific Islanders are chiefly responsible for the high death rate, as the 
8,343 of these found in the State furnished 221 deaths, or a ratio of 26°49 per 1,000. 
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Mortality experience for 1904 was favourable throughout Australasia; in each State the death rates 
were below the average of the quinquennium.

The first quarter of the year proved the most healthy, as only 1,239 deaths were recorded, the other 
quarters following in chronological order with registrations of 1,290, 1,352, and 1,369 deaths respectively. 
Amongst females there was a departure from this order, there being more female deaths in the third than 


in the fourth quarter. 

Of the 5,250 deaths 988, or 19 per cent., were recorded in the Brisbane Registry District. In the 
following districts there were 200 or more death registrations during the year:—Kennedy, 312; 
Rockhampton, 230; Townsville, 225; Drayton and Toowoomba, 212; Moreton East, 210; and Enoggera, 
200. 

Birthplaces of Persons who Died. 

Particulars are compiled each year respecting the birthplace or race of all persons who died in the 
State, and the result is presented in Appendix Table No. XY. Coloured aliens are tabulated according 
to race without regard to the country where they were born. Persons of European extraction are classified 
according to the country of their birth.

Of the 3,259 males who died during 1904, 103 belonged to the professional class, 84 to the 
domestic, 193 to commercial, 163 were engaged in transport and communication, 564 followed various 
industrial occupations of a secondary productive character, 915 were primary producers such as farmers, 
miners, &c., 82 were in the indefinite class, which includes pensioners, annuitants, and persons of 
independent means, and 1,155 were dependants, the majority of whom were children. 

With respect to females, the information furnished on the certificate of death is frequently 
imperfect, particularly respecting those who, during health, pursue some definite occupation, but by reason 
of their illness have lost, perhaps only temporarily, their situations, and are at the time of their death 
described as “living at home,” and, consequently, are included amongst the dependants, of whom there 
were 1,714, or 86 per cent., so returned in 1904, this term embracing all wives, children, and others 
residing with and dependent on relatives, the number of whom is obviously unduly increased. Females 
recorded on death certificates as following a definite occupation are so few as to be out of proportion to 
the known ratio of those engaged in paid employment. 

Of the 196 returned as pursuing some regular avocation, 16 were in the professional class, 148 in 
domestic employment other than that of unremunerated domestic duties at the home centre on behalf of a 
relative, 5 were engaged in commerce, 20 followed some industrial employment, 7 were engaged in primary 
production, and the occupation of 81 was determinable to the indefinite class.

The mean population was 125,068, the deaths numbered 1,433, giving a ratio per 1,000 of 11°46. 
In 1903 the deaths numbered 1,610, and the rate was 13°02. In considering the mortality of the different 
sections of the metropolitan area the location of public institutions, which, by their very nature, contribute 
unduly to the deaths, must be borne in mind. ‘Thus North Brisbane embraces within its confines the Lady 
Bowen, the General and the Children’s Hospitals, whilst the Diamantina Hospital for Chronic Diseases is 
within the City of South Brisbane. The heavy death rate of 18°16 found in the City of Brisbane may be 


largely attributed to this cause. 
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In addition to the three institutions mentioned, there are others of a similar character situated 
within the 10-mile radius, and the deaths at all these institutions contribute in a greater or less degree 
unduly to the mortality, as many of the inmates are drawn from without the metropolitan district :—

The return relates to the General Hospitals at Brisbane, Rockhampton, and Townsville, and to all 
hospitals collectively. Information is not furnished as to the average daily number of patients for the 
whole year, so that the averages have been worked—firstly, upon the total number of patients treated ; 
and secondly, upon the number in the institution at the end of the year, the latter being the nearest 
approach to a daily average available. The last two columns of the table “ Extraordinary and Total 
Expenditure” require some explanation with respect to Townsville, where the very heavy outlay was 
brought about by the necessity of replacing buildings, furniture, &c., destroyed by the great cyclone of the 
9th March, 1903, and this is refiected in the figures for all hospitals. 


Infant Mortality. 


The ratio of deaths under one year of age to the total births for 1904 was the lowest ever recorded 
in the history of the State. The following table gives information on this point for each of the last ten

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The rate for last year was 7°61, and the mean for 10 years was 10°4, whilst the same rates for 
1903 were 11°99 and 10°26 respectively. he decrease in the infant mortality rate as between 1903 and 
last year—namely, 4°38 per cent.—was brought about by the abnormal variation in opposite directions 
of its two component factors. The births registered in 1904 exceeded those for the previous: year by 12 
per cent., whilst on the other hand deaths of infants under 1 year decrease by 29 per cent., there being a 
very considerable diminution in the mortality from diarrhceal and other complaints affecting the digestive 
system.

There can be little doubt that the rate of true infant mortality has improved in recent years to the 
extent of nearly 24 lives in every 100, which now means over 350 infants saved each year.

From these figures it will be seen that the loss of infant life for that year was low in all the States, 
both New Zealand and South Australia recording even a lower rate than that of Queensland, whilst that 
for Victoria and New South Wales was not greatly in excess. In Western Australia alone was the ratio 
above what may be considered the normal rate for this State. 

Unfortunately, although the mortality of infants is greatest during the first year of life, still during 
the second year a large number of deaths take place. The numbers and ratios of deaths of infants under 
two and of children under five in the chief centres of population are given in the following table :—

Of all deaths in the State 24 per cent. were of children under two years of age, and 28 per cent. of 
children under five years of age. Of course, the proportion of children of these ages in the population is 
an important factor in the question ; on this point the third and sixth columns afford information so that 
the relative values of the particulars given in the fifth and eighth columns can be accurately measured. 
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In Brisbane deaths under two comprise 25°51 per cent. of the total deaths, whilst in Enoggera the 
proportion was 43°00 per cent., but then in Enoggera 5°49 per cent. of the population consisted of children 
under two, whilst in Brisbane the ratio was only 4°35 per cent., consequently if the age conditions of the 
population’ of Enoggera had been the same as that of Brisbane the death rate under two would have been 
reduced to 34°07.

The estimated mean population of the State has been apportioned to each age on the basis which 
was proved to exist at the time of the last census. This apportionment can now only be approximately 
correct, but in the absence of an enumeration no other. method of determination is available. 

The death rate of children under one year, as represented in the first line of the fifth column, 
accords fairly closely with its substitute, the true infant mortality—namely, 80 instead of 76 per 1,000. 
The ages carrying the lowest rate of mortality is seen to be between the fifteenth and twentieth years, 
10 to 15, and 20 to 25 coming next in the order named. There was a considerable reduction in the extent 
of fatal illness amongst the very old in 1904 as compared with the previous year ; the death rates—75 and 
upwards—being 131 and 163 per 1,000 in 1904 and 1903 respectively.

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The last two columns are devoted to information respecting the mean age of persons who died and 
the mean age of the population at each census enumeration respectively. It will be at once noticed how 
much the mean age at death has advanced within the last forty years. 


Causes of Death. 

The rearranged scheme of classification, partly based on the Bertillon system, instituted a few 
years since by the Registrar-General of England, was accepted at the last Conference of Australasian 
Statisticians, and its adoption agreed to. In conformity with this agreement it was brought into use 
in Queensland for the 1903 Statistics. This classification is outlined in the following table which, being 
comparative for five years, shows the old and new systems in juxtaposition :—

Considering the figures for the two years dealt with under the new classification it will be at once 
seen that in 1904 a large relative increase took place in deaths under subclass L., and a corresponding 
decrease in the following subclass. In the former, influenza, whooping cough, and beri beri contributed 
substantial increases, which were not nearly counterbalanced by decreases in measles and enteric fever ; 
whilst in the latter, deaths due to diarrhoea, dysentery, and malarial fever were not nearly so numerous 
last year as in 1903. Diseases of the digestive system amongst local diseases also contributed a much 
lower ratio of deaths in 1904. 

It affords me much pleasure to acknowledge the care exhibited by many medical men in the 
preparation of certificates, and the assistance gladly rendered by them to facilitate the bringing of the 
many causes of death within the four corners of the scheme of classification. The statistician’s duty in 
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this respect is no easy one, and whilst well aware that in some cases definite diagnosis by the medical 
attendant is difficult, I can only come to the conclusion that some doctors are not anxious to be helpful in 
the matter, being apt to resent applications for further information than is at times contained in the 
certificates. To these insight I commend the words of Dr. Wilkinson, of Sydney University, addressed to 
the medical profession at the last Intercolonial Medical Congress, held at Hobart :—‘‘Actuaries and 


statisticians are right in their own work ; the fault is ours if we have unwittingly misled them. 


We lay the 


very foundation and supply the bricks and mortar out of which the stately edifice of mortality is built. It 
is in our power and our power alone to settle these differences of opinion and to find harmony in truth.”

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Passing the very indefinite term “old age,” to which 73 deaths were attributed, it will be seen 
that last year influenza was the most fatal complaint with the aged, 32 deaths—21 of males and 11 of 
females—being attributed to this cause; 26 were due to bronchitis; and 19 were caused by valvular 
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disease of the heart and endocarditis. Of the 368 persons who died at 75 years and upwards of age none 
had reached the advanced age of 100 years. The number dying at each quinquennial period was as

It will be noted that nearly half—48 per cent.—of these, who, surviving to 75, and dying above 
that age, lived less than five years, and 32 per cent. succumbed within the next quinquennial period.

Phthisis and Pulmonary Tuberculosis —These accounted for 278 male and 132 female deaths 
respectively, or in all 410 deaths; so that after occupying a lower place for two years these combined 
causes once again took their old stand at the head of the list; enteritis, which displaced them for that 
period, having shown during 1904 a greater reduction than these. Further investigations have been made 
respecting tuberculosis during last year; one scientist—Professor von Schroen—who occupies the chair 
of Pathological Anatomy at the University, Naples, asserts that phthisis and pulmonary tuberculosis are 
distinct from one another, and that he has now discovered the phthisis microbe, and that it is entirely 
different to the bacillus of tuberculosis. If further inquiry should confirm this statement, it must: be 
admitted to be a great step gained in the investigation ; but, in the meantime, it can hardly be asserted 
that any very definite advance in our knowledge of the subject has been made during the year. The 278 
deaths recorded from phthisis during 1904 amounted to a little over 5 per cent. of the total deaths and 
about the same ratio per 10,000 of the mean population, the like ratios for pulmonary tuberculosis only 
amounting to about half these proportions. 

It has frequently been argued that the mortality from tuberculosis is considerably added to by 
the advent of cases in which the disease has been contracted outside the State. The results of statistical 
research do not justify such a conclusion. That such cases occur is no doubt demonstrable, but their 
number is relatively insignificant. Information on this point is furnished by the following tables :—

The first table relates to tuberculosis of the respiratory system, which is separated from the other 
forms, as shown in the second table, the latter comprising practically all the children whose deaths were 
attributed to tuberculosis, as tabes mesenterica and tubercular meningitis chiefly occur amongst the 
young. Analysing the first table, it will be seen that in the case of 331, or 89 per cent., of the deaths the 
persons had been resident over five years in Queensland, only 40, or 11 per cent., having a shorter 
residence, whilst the number of quite recent arrivals was fractional only. Pacific Islanders, as usual, were 
large contributors, as 60, or 15 per cent., were of that race, whilst their population ratio was about 1°5 per 
cent. only. Tuberculosis frequently runs a rapid course, so that it by no means follows that persons only 
recently come to the State did not contract the disease here. 

On referring to Table Te, it will be seen that the proportion of those who had resided only a short 
time in the State was much greater; but this is due to the fact that many of these deaths were of quite 
young children, who, although all their life in Queensland, therefore must have contracted the disease 
here, had yet from the circumstance of their premature decrease only resided in the State for a short 
period. Of the 93 deaths recorded in the table, 35 were of children under 5 years of age. Of these 17 
died from tabes mesenterica, and 8 from tubercular meningitis. 

Gastro-enteritis was the cause of nearly as many deaths as phthisis—namely, 255—and if deaths 
returned to enteritis without the qualifying adjective were included, of whom there were 91, that figure 
would exceed the number for that complaint by 68, and would come within 64 of the number of deaths due 
to all tubercular diseases of the respiratory organs. In 1903 there were no less than 433 deaths from 
gastro-enteritis, or 178 more than last year, a very satisfactory diminution in the mortality from this 
cause, more especially as this is a disease exceptionally fatal to young life. Of the 255 deaths in 1904, 
201 were of infants under 1, and 240 of children under 5 years of age. 

Pneumonia was returned as the cause of 205 deaths, and this is exclusive of cases of hypostatie 
and secondary forms in which the causation is definitely returned, which under the rules are classified to 
the originating disease. The number due to the same cause in 1903 was 256, so that last year there was 
a decrease of 51 on these figures. 


Valvular Discase.—This form of heart disease comprised with endocarditis (non-infective) was 
responsible for 190 deaths, or 3°62 per cent. of all deaths. The corresponding figures for 1903 were 227, 
showing an actual decrease of 37, and a relative one of 16 per cent. 

Premature Birth caused 175 deaths; this is 3°33 per cent. of the total deaths, and a proportion of 
1:2 per cent. of the total births. This, especially in view of the conditions under which so many expectant 
mothers live, does not appear to be an unreasonable proportion; it must, however, be remembered that 
these are deaths, which, of course, presupposes a live birth, consequently still-born children are not 
included. Unfortunately the registration laws of the State make no provision for the record of still-births, 
and thus information upon this section of Vital Statistics is not procurable. 

Influenza—Although there was no severe epidemic of this malady, such as Queensland has 
experienced in the past, yet it was much more prevalent in 1904 than in 1403, causing 167 in the former 
against 52 deaths in the latter year. Diseases of the zymotic type, such as influenza and dengue, are not 
always readily distinguishable the one from the other, and probably there is a tendency to diagnose in the 
direction of the form at the time prevailing; this is, no doubt, frequently the case where there is no 
medical attendant, and even perhaps sometimes where there is. 

Bright's Disease-—By which term is understood the chronic form, including albumenuria, the acute 
being classified to nephritis, was the cause of 153 deaths last year as against 180 in 1903, a most 
satisfactory diminution. It would, however, be unsafe to accept the decrease for 1904 alone as a sign 
of general improvement with respect to this disease. 

Malignant Disease, Cancer—The deaths returned as under these causes numbered 150 last year 
and 147 in 1903, an increase of 3 deaths. The whole class of malignant tumours, however, were the cause 
of 297 deaths, and comprised in addition to the foregoing—carcinoma 115 deaths, and sarcoma 32 deaths. 
Dr. H. B. Allen, speaking at the Medical Conference already alluded to, stated that sarcoma was the only 
form of malignant tumour affecting young persons. On a few occasions in Queensland medical certificates 
have given other forms as responsible for the death of even young children. For the information of 
medical men, and by special resquest, a table is published annually with respect to all deaths from these 
diseases, showing the part of the body affected, and the age and sex of the deceased. The part affecteld is 
described in the table in strict conformity with the medical certificate, even at times at the cost of partial 
duplication, amalgamation only being resorted to when terms were exactly synonymous :—

Implication of more than one organ is very frequent, but of cases where this did not take place the 
stomach was the seat of attack on 64 occasions—55 males and 9 females—followed by the uterus 31, 
liver 30—of which 17 were males and 13 females. In 13 cases the breast was the seat of attack, whilst 
the intestinal track was returned on 27 occasions. 


Bronchitis —There were 141 deaths from this cause in 1904, of which 74 were of persons upwards 
of 60 years of age, and 51 of children under 5 years, so that it is hardly to be classed as a disease dangerous 
to strong adult life. although so frequently a cause of death with the aged and the young. 

Convulsions 139, old age 113, and syncope 112, speaking theoretically, should not appear as causes 
of death on mortality schedules, the first and last named being a description of symptoms only rather 
than of a disease. Practically at times diagnosis is difficult if not impossible, but on some occasions, 
perhaps, the terms are resorted to when something more definite might well have been given. 


Enteric.—More frequently designated typhoid. The mortality from this disease was exceptionally 
low—91 in 1904, and 189, or more than double the number, in 1903. This is the more satisfactory, 
as it is one of the diseases to which the term “ preventable ” essentially applies. As bearing on this point, 
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the following extract from a recent bulletin issued by the registration authorities of the State of 
Michigan may be of interest:—‘“ Typhoid fever is murder. The average city of 100,000 inhabitants 
wastes 500,000 dollars a year on the luxury of having typhoid and probabiy 100,000 dollars more in 
efforts to avoid it. The. money properly spent would practically eradicate the disease. One of our 
distinguished sanatarians has said: ‘Give me a few million dollars, and power to enforce the laws, and I 
will make any city in the world typhoid proof.’ ” 


Diarrhea caused 88 deaths in 1904, and dysentery 44; the corresponding figures for 1903 were 
212 and 136, so that circumstances were most favourable respecting all diarrhoeal complaints. Under the 
same subclass, but on a line by itself, malarial fever is placed, which embraces diseases of this type not 
included in subclass 1, and amongst them dengue fever is comprised. : 

Although this complaint has been present in Queensland for a number of years, it never, until the 
extraordinary epidemic of 1905, assumed material proportions, the accompanying mortality being very 
small. 

Under malarial fever has also hitherto been included beri beri. For 1904 it has been decided to 
bring it into subclass I., with a line to itself. Its attacks are practically confined to the Northern parts of 
the State, and chiefly to coloured aliens. There were 25 deaths from beri beri during 1903, and 18 in 
the following year. It appears to attack people of every age, from children under 5 to men of 70. 


Child Birth.—There were 77 deaths of mothers due to child-bearing out of 13,936 confinements, a 
ratio of 5°53 per 1,000; in 1903 there were 12,513 confinements and 58 deaths. As miscarriage is included 
as a cause amongst the deaths and the confinements only include those resulting in living children, the 
factors are to this extent not quite comparable; but, between the different years, as the same conditions 
obtain in each, it is sufficiently so for all practical purposes. The following table shows, with respect to 
the mothers of legitimate children dying as a consequence of childbirth, their ages and the number of 
their previous issue :—

In 16 cases death took place at the 
first confinement, in 8 cases there had been | previous child, in 3 there were 2, and in 3 cases the mother 
had borne at least 10 children. 


MARINE REGISTRATIONS. 


There were no births and only one death registered under the 26th section of the Registration Act 
of 1855 (19 Vic. No. 34), which provides that all masters of British and Colonial vessels shall, on arrival 
at any port, report for record all births and deaths which occurred during the voyage on board their 
vessels whilst at sea. The death was that of a male on board an intercolonial steamer whilst on a voyage 
from Sydney to Brisbane. 


ADDITIONS TO REGISTERS. 
There were, at the end of 1904, 786,403 names recorded in the vatious registers of the State, the 
additions for the year numbering 25,488, or 655 more than in 1903. 
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REGISTRY OFFICE—RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURE. 


There was a substantial falling-off during 1904 in the amounts received from the public as fees for 
searches, certified copies, &c. The following table gives some detailed information on this point :—

Particulars are given for every district in which the collection amounted to £10. The largest 
amount is, of course, received at the General Registry Office, in Brisbane, which, for last year, amounted 
to £280, against £315 in the previous year, a decrease of 11 per cent. ; the like ratio for the whole State 
was slightly higher, so that the decrease was general and not confined to Brisbane. 

Now that the practice of charging each Department for services rendered by other Departments 
has been inaugurated, I think it is not out of place to call attention to the gratuitous work done by the 
General Registry Office staff. The following Queensland Government Departments receive assistance 
without payment :-—The Commissioner of Stamps, the Chief Inspector of Shops and Factories, the Chief 
Electoral Registrar, and the Commissioner of Police. These facilities, if paid for at schedule rates, would 
return an income in excess of £200 per annum. There are in addition slight services to the Indigent 
Board, the Immigration Agent, State schools, Foreign Consuls, and the Old Age Pension Boards of sister 
States in the form of searches and certified copies without charge. 

The expenditure of the Department for salaries and fees to country registrars and their assistants 
showed a decrease equal to £66 for the year. Further details are furnished in the following table :—
